Anxiety is Considered Likely During 
Rett of Agod Monarch’s 
Reign. 


Mexico City, Mex., June SO.—Roberto 
Esteva Ruiz, acting foreign minister, 
has given out a memorandum bearing 
on the statement of the Mexican dele¬ 
gates to the Niagara Falls mediation 
conference, addressed to the American 
delegates and first made public from 
Niagara Falls June 17. In It he brings 
out certain passages which are not 
contained in the statement as issued 
at Niagara Falls. 

The object of the memorandum is to 
combat the proposals presented by the 
American delegates which were said 
to be tantamount to reducing electoral 
liberty in Mexico to a sham, as the 
elections would be held under pres¬ 
sure In favor of Carranza. 

This, It w'as argued, would be bad 
for Mexico and the United States, as 
well as for Carranza, as It would cause 
bad feeling between the two peoples, 
and Carranza would always be regard¬ 
ed as the nominee and subordinate of 
the American government. 

For this reason It is stated the Mexi¬ 
can delegates rejected the proposals In 
question without even consulting their 
own government, for they could not 
countenance any arrangement enabling 
the Washington government to put In 
a president in Mexico. 

The Mexican delegates In the docu¬ 
ment ask why the government at 
Washington objects to the establish¬ 
ment of a neutral provisional govern- 
mpnt whJcl^.the Mexican delegates had 
mtnwalMnr Accepted. The only an¬ 
swer, they say, can be that the Wash¬ 
ington government does not desire 
electoral liberty In Mexico. 

President. Wilson, they assert, has 
constantly alleged the welfare of the 
Mexican people to be the reason for hls 
attitude, and the delegates say they 
thought the Mexican people should be 
consulted as to what they regarded as 
their welfare and not have it forced on 
them. 

The Mexican delegates denied that 
the advance of the revolution proved 
that national sentiment in Mexico fa¬ 
vored Carranza as states containing 
two-thirds of the country's Inhabitants 
were not controlled by the revolution. 
But, even supposing that national sen¬ 
timent favored Carranza, hls election, 
they pointed out, was certain under a 
neutral government and there wras no 
necessity for putting him In through a 
provisional government under hls in¬ 
fluence. If Carranza were elected at a 
free election, they pointed out, he 
might be a successful and respectable 
president capable of pacifying the 
After I country' but If put In by Washington 
he would be hampered by discredit and 
accused by popular clamor of treason 
and perpetual subordination to the 
orders of the White House.

London, June 80.—The repeal of the 
act exempting American coastwise 
shipping from payment of tolls for 
passage through the. Panama canal 
was the subject of a highly interesting 
comment by Sir Edward Grey, the Bri¬ 
tish foreign secretary in the House of 
Commons yesterday. Sir Edward was 
replying after a general debate on the 
appropriations for the foreign office, 
and he paid high compliments to 
President Wilson and the motives 
underlying his action. 

The foreign secretary remarked that 
while a settlement had been reached 
it had not been entirely free from mis¬ 
representation which might have In it 
the seed of future mischief. He added: 
“It is due to the president of the Unit¬ 
ed States and to ourselves that I 
should, so far as possible, dear away 
that misrepresentation. It was stated 
in some quarters that the settlement 
was the result of bargaining or pres¬ 
sure. Since President Wilson came 
Into office no correspondence on the 
matter has passed, and it ought to be 
realised in the United 8tfttes that any 
line President Wilson has taken was 
not because it was our line, but his 
own. 

“President Wilson’s attitude was not 
the result of any diplomatic communi¬ 
cation since he has come into power, 
and It must have been the result of 
papers already published to all the 
world. 

“It has not been done to please us 
or In the Interest of good relations, 
but In view of a much greater motive, 
the feeling that a government, which 
Is to use Its influence among the na¬ 
tions to make relations better, must 
never, when the occasion arises, flinch 
or quail from Interpreting treaty rights 
In a stictly fair spirit.”

Mr, Sorby Urges Council to 
Consider Subject; Finance 
Committee Will Report 


To the finance committee of the city 
council will go a communication from 
Thomas C. Sorby, C. E., on the advlia¬ 
bility of taxing the “unearned incre¬ 
ment." The letter waa received by the 
city council at the meeting last even¬ 
ing. 

In his communication Mr. Sorby 
says in part: “Owing to the general 
era of prosperity there is a general 
enhancement of land values due not to 
any act or enterprise on the part of 
the present owners, but to the mere 
fact of increased population, and the 
consequent municipal activities and 
developments following upon the 
growth of the city. It is within the 
knowledge of yourself (the mayor) and 
the council that as soon as any enter¬ 
prise Is started or some large building 
erected In a secondary neighborhood 
where land can at the moment be 
bought cheaply, all the surrounding 
property, before unsaleable, is im¬ 
mediately enhanced in value. This 
sudden Increase is not in any way due 
to the enterprise of the owners, but 
solely to extraneous causes, to the 
mere fact of the development of the 
city, which I take to be a collective 
term, as no unit can thrive on itself.

“I would, therefore, suggest for the 
consideration of yourself and the coun¬ 
cil: 

"li The registration at the city hall 
of all sales of real estate and a state¬ 
ment under oath of the price paid. 

"2. The levying of a tax of teir per, 
cent, on the sum realU*d over and 
above the assessed value, as appear¬ 
ing In the assessment roll of the then 
current year." 

Mr. Sorby quotes the resolution 
adopted by the convention of the 
Union of Canadian Municipalities at 
Saskatchewan last year, and suggests 
the desirability of the Victoria dele¬ 
gates chosen for the forthcoming meet¬ 
ing taking the matter up, and giving 
support to a resolution “seeking to 
secure legal powers to collect from the 
vendor of ahy property an equitable 
contribution as before suggested, as a 
due from the beneficiary towards those 
public works and Institutions of the 
city, which undoubtedly created and 
developed those enhanced values."

Unexpected Opposition to Fair- 
field Road Improvement; Ef¬ 
fort to Change Opinion 


The Johnson street bridge will cost 
about $700,00. That figure Includes the 
land damages. Of the total the city 
will contribute-about $400,000, and the 
by-law will be introduced at the city 
council meeting next Monday evening. 

Tills was the message of Alderman 
Cuthbert, chairman of the special com¬ 
mittee. to the city council last evening. 
He asked for a direction to the city 
solicitor to prepare a by-law, which 
will be brought down at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

Alderman Cuthbert reviewed the ne¬ 
gotiations at some length, and ex¬ 
plained that the city would have 235 
feet of waterfrontage at a cost which, 
while he would not disclose it. was al¬ 
most the assessor’s estimate. The 
aldermen could draw some conclusion 
as to the amount to be paid by the city 
when he mentioned that land in the 
vicinity had been sold at $160 per front 
foot. The committee had also secured 
the double approach to the bridge on 
the city side. 

It had not been decided whether a 
bascule or a swing bridge would be 
built. The makers of each made 
claims for their respective types. The 
alderman was emphatic that his estl- 
matifeftt .$* 00,000 as the city’s share 
would "include all land damages, the 
discount ©n the bonds (about 10 per 
cent, ttoludtng everything), aBfl the 
city's part of the cost of the bridge. 
The government and the railways had 
undertaken to contribute $906,000 to the 
scheme. He renewed the hope that the 
city would use the area set free under 
the eastern approaches to the bridge 
for a public market, owing to its excep¬ 
tional position on the waterfront. 

The alderman congratulated the 
council on the happy issue of a long 
business negotiation which had In¬ 
volved many interests. It had been 
carried through without the petty jeal¬ 
ousies and politics which had marked 
most of the problems since he entered 
the council. 

With Alderman McNeill’s eulogy of 
Aldfrman Cuthbert’s services as chair¬ 
man of the committee began a series of 
tributes to the alderman who ia shortly 
retiring from the council. The mayor 
and several of the aldermen expressed 
their warm gratitude for hia services | 
in the council this year, but particular- | 
ly in the bridge issue. 

The council gave directions also to 
the city clerk to have the voters’ list j 
prepared for a poll on the by-law. | 

In acknowledging the felicitations of 
his colleagues Alderman Cuthbert men¬ 
tioned that the appointment of him¬ 
self as industrial commissioner had 
never been contemplated when the of¬ 
fice of industrial commissioner was 
first planned.

Cuthbert. who h^s always sup¬ 
ported this project, explained that he 
had sold his property in the vicinity 
some years ago. and expressed regret 
at the owners’ action. If there had 
not been a blunder In the engineering 
department at the start there would 
have been a paved street long .\go. 

Aid. Tood joined in deprecating the 
unexpected action. It was a trunk 
thoroughfare which formed part of the 
beach drive scheme and therefore 
should be carried to conclusion. He 
alluded to the large number of expro¬ 
priation claims which had been paid 
on the street. 

Aid. McNeill united In the expression 
of regret, and eventually It was de¬ 
cided that the attempt to turn the 
owners from their purpose should be 
made on Friday at the streets com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Aid. Cuthbert added, as the matter 
was being dropped, that the method of 
assessment on the property should be 
carefully explained, as he believed the 
majority of the owners had supported 
the adverse petitions on a misunder¬ 
standing.

Festival of 8t. Paul, the Patron 
of Anti-8uffragists 


If the antl-aufTraglsts want a patron 
ealnt—and there are Indications that 
they stand In need of one—they could 
not do better than to choose as their 
protector the apostle Paul. That holy 
and Inspired Jew will -be honored to¬ 
day throughout the Christian world, 
the last day of June having been cho¬ 
sen as the festival of the tent-maker 
who became a persecutor of Christians, 
and afterward a devoted disciple of 
the new faith, who devoted himself to 
preaching "the unsearchable riches of 
Christ.” 

Is 8t. Paul was not the author of 
the phrase, "A woman's place Is in the 
home," he at least gave frequent ex¬ 
pression to the idea. He constantly 
preached the subjection of women to 
their husbands, and advised wives who 
thirsted for knowledge to consult those 
oracular authorities, their husbands. 
He emphasized the superiority of the 
masculine Intellect, and. If he admitted 
that women have souls, he assuredly 
did not believe that they possessed 
much If any mind. Paul's Ideal hus¬ 
band was literally a lord and master, 
and unquestioned obedience was his 
right. He warned the ladles to keep 
silent In the churches. Meekness and 
humility were among the virtues of the 
fair sex most admired by Paul. For 
many centuries Christendom accepted 
his estimate of the feminine intellect 
—of lack of It—and It was not until 
the Iasi century that women were ad¬ 
mitted to the pulpit. What a sad spec¬ 
tacle would be afforded St. Paul If he 
could return to earth to-day and hear 
clorgywomen expounding his epistles, 
and to see the Inferior sex exalted to 
the position of being the principal prop 
and support of the church of which he 
was one of the founders. 

St. Paul’s views regarding woman¬ 
kind have quite naturally made the 
Hebrew of Tarsus an object of scorn 
and derision to the suffragists. With 
great gusto the "vote-for-women" 
crusaders quote a description, from 
Christian sources, of Paul's personality 
—"a man small In stature, bald-head¬ 
ed. bow-legged, stout, close-browed, 
with a slightly prominent nose": and 
they neglect to quote the remainder of 
the pen-picture—“for at one time he 
seemed like a man. at another time he 
had the face of an angel." 

St. Paul looked upon marriage some¬ 
what In the light of a necesasry evE. 
Whether he himself ever married or 
not Is a question which has been dis¬ 
puted from very early times. Tertullian 
and others have held that he was a 
life-long bachelor, but Orlgen. Clement 
of Alexandria, and others, are Inclined 
to the belief that he was once a bene¬ 
dict, but became a widower. 

St. Paul's fourteen epistles In the 
New Testament constitute a memorial 
which will preserve his name and fame 
aa long as Christianity endures. He 
has many other monuments, however, 
as thousands of churches, including 
the world-famous cathedral in London, 
bear his name. The Minnesota capital 
derived Its name from a little frontier 
church built on the site of the future 
city by Father Gaultier, a French-Can- 
adlan priest, in 1841.

He was shot full of j 
holes, and then, as an additional pre-j 
caution, he was beheaded. After that. 
Just to make sure than he was dead, 
the citizens burned the body. 

That should have been enough to dis¬ 
courage further attempts at setting up 
a military dictatorship, and the public 
lynching of five of Montero’s advisers 
was also calculated to discourage such 
ambitions. A few months later, how¬ 
ever. Gen. Julio Andrade, military com¬ 
mander of Guayaquil, entertained an 
Idea that he could succeed where 
Montero had failed, and proclaimed 
himself president. He, also. Is quite 
dead. 

After that most of the rebellious sol¬ 
diers took to the hills, and an election 
was held, following a heated campaign 
In which the Liberal party was split! 
Into two divisions. Gen. Plaza was the 
candidate of one section of the Liberals, 
and was elected. He was Inaugurat¬ 
ed on August 31. 1912. and for a little 
time there was peace In Ecuador. 

The latest revolution w’as started'last 
year by Gen. Carlos Concha, who has 
had as an ally a Colombian sol¬ 
dier, General Jorge Martinez. On De¬ 
cember 15 last the city of Esmeraldas, 
capital of a province, fell Into the hands 
of the rebels, but It was recaptured by 
the Plaza forces in February last. Gen. 
Plaza personally headed the army sent 
against the rebels. The government 
press of Ecuador described Concha as 
a “bandit.” and as the leader of a band 
of outlaws, but that the situation was 
serious was recently recognized by the 
Ecuadorean council of state in author¬ 
izing the executlce to adopt extraor¬ 
dinary measures.
